BEWARE THE BUNKHOUND!

N THE winter of 18768 the chief of
police of Bpringfield, Til., was told by
A woman that she had overheard certaln
eriminals plot to open the tomb of Abra.
ham Lincoln, steal him coffin, sink It in
the Bangamon River and offer its return
for §200,000 ransom. Additlonal guards
were Iimmediately placed around the
mausoleum of the martyr President and
the plot was thus frustrated for the time
being.

Eight months later Pa%rick D, Tyrrell,
of the United States Secret Bervice,
learned of & similar plot from Lewis C.
Sweglea, then being used by ths Govern-
ment detectives ns a “stoolplgeon” or
"roper.” The ransom, according to
Bwegles, was to be the same as before,
$200,000, Certaln 5t. Louls men, whoss
real names could not be determined, were
said to be parties to the piol. Bwegies,
detalled to keep In touch with the con.
spirators, later reported that he had been
chosen to help earry out the shoullsh
work. In fact, he stated that the detalls
had been Intrusted to him—that he had
been Instructed to obtain & wagon, In
which the leaden casket was to be smug-
gled out of Springfiald by relays of horses
to the sand dunes of northern Indlana.
Here the martyr-President's remains were
to be buried that the shifting sands might
at once obliterante the wagon tracks and
other surface Indications of the crime
Ewegles reporied that the ghouls planned
to take careful measurements of the dis
tance between the place of burial and the
nearest tres, In order that there should
be no difMoulty In disinterment after the
ransom should be pald. A convigted coun-
terfeiter, of a dozen aliases, hut generally
known as Ben Boyd, and who was then
sarving a term in the United Btates Penl-
tontiary, was sald o have been selected to
carry on negotiations for the ransom.
Boyd's fresdom, it was alloged, would be
ona of the oonditions under which the
body would be returned,

Continuous reporta from Swegles indl
cated that he was in the close confdence
of the conspirators. BEarly In November
he warned the Secret Bervice men that
the night of Tueaday, November 7, 1874,
had been chonon for the crime, this date
being that of the HayesTilden election
That particular time was sslected because
it was believed that the excitement iIncl-
dent to the recelving of slection returns
would shisld the ghouls from any possi-
ble attention. The Becret Service men
planned to hide in the tomb and allow
ths ghouls to actually steal the body he-
fore pouncing upon tham, but the dead
Preaidont's son, Robert T. Linooln, who
had been taken ints the confidence aof the
detectives, protested against their allow.

DESECRATIéN—OF_ LINCOLN'S TOMB

Why the Sarcophagus Was errked on the Night of Election Day
in 1876 Has Never Been Explained—Was There a
Plot to Steal the Body?

ing the plot to procead to the point where
profana hands might actually be lald upon
his father's coffin. Bo It was agreed that
the eriminals should be caught in the
tomb while endeavoring to open the
grive.

The detectives' aocomplice, Sweglen, re-
ported that he and two of the conspirators
would leave Chicagn on the evening be
fore election day, and Tyrrell, the Secret
Bervice operative, who had unearthed the
cnse, saw his “stoolplgeon” with twoe
determined-looking men jump aboard the
Alton trauln, leaving Chicago at § p. m.
With two detectives Tyrrell boarded the
same expreas and the slx men at opposite
ends of the train arrived at Springfeld
that night.

Election day that year was dark and
gloomy, and by 8 o'clock the blackness of
night had fallen over the cemetery. The
sarcophagus contalning the body of the
martyr-Prealdent lay In a catacomb at the
north end of & monumental structure, at
whose southern extremity, 176 fest dis-
tant, lay Memorial Hall. The detectives
sslocted the hall as their hiding place.
They had the promise of Swegles that at
the proper paychologicnl moment he was
to leave the catacomb, presumably to
fetch the horse and wagon, but on  his
way around the base of the hall was to
ocome to the door of Memorial Hall and
glve the detectives a countersign.

After what seemed an Interminable
walt, the oountersign was whispered
through the bars. The detactives opened
the grated door and went cautiously
around the hill, drawing thelr revolvers
a8 they advanced. Golng to the door of
the catacomb they found that the staple
ocontaining the lock had been filed off
and that the iron door atood ajar. Tyr-
rell, lending the detectives, called on
whomasoever was within to surrender, but
there was no answer. Finally Tyrrell led
the way within the tomb. Groping about,
he found no one. Lighling a mateh, he
saw the sarcophagus battered to pleces
and the leaden casket all ready for re
moval. Tools were scattered over the
fRoor, but the ghotls had fed.

Bwegles had reported that the two men
who had accompanied him to the temb
wers oounterfeiters, known as Hughes
and Mullen. After ten days Tyrrell ran
these men down and had them sent to the
penitentiary for a year on the charge of
robbery and larceny. Their counsel
charged that the Becret Bervice men had
“framed up & job" on them in order to
break up & counterfeiting conspirecy in
which they wers Implicated,

The whole affair was fraught with mys
teries which no one to this day has besn
able to solve.
